OTHER  than  a  full  moon  rising  over 
the  distant  mountain,  a  bright 
campfire  was  the  only  light  visible 
in  the  da r knew.  Around  the  campfire  a 
bent  figure  in  doing  an  odd  dance  to  the 
beat  of  the  tom-tom,  und  gathered  about 
him  are  the  nquaws  and  brave*  about  to  de¬ 
part  from  their  home  ground  to  the  land  of 
the  vast  future.  It  i*  in  their  honor  that 
the  odd  little  witch  doctor  is  doing  his  age 
old  dance  of  "Fan-well.”  There  i*  a  pot  of 
brew  on  the  fire,  the  content*  of  which  are 
bubbling  rapidly  a>  the  lire  crackle*.  Tht 
grotesque  dancer  is  chanting  a  melancholy 
air  which  «otinds  like  a  strain  from  "Auld 
Lang  Syne.”  Suddenly  out  of  the  bubbling 
pot  appear*  an  apparition  in  amokc  thut  U 
strangely  familiar  to  thoxc  present.  They 
see  a  large  band  of  youthful  warrior* 
cr.teiing  a  wigwam  over  which  is  a  sign 

leading  "High  School.”  The  headband* 
worn  by  the  group  are  inscribed  with  the 
name  of  the  tribe,  "Freshmen.”  The  grou| 
break*  into  n  war  dance  led  by  Sam  Calli* 
Mm  with  Rex  White  following  close  behind 
and  Margaret  Ann  Coyner  recording  the 
happenirg*.  This  is  the  traditional  initia¬ 
tion  ceremony,  earned  out  in  the  oddest  of 
fashion.  Everyone  is  wealing  his  war-paint 
and  moat  elaborate  head  gears. 

The  \i*ion  changes  ah  wly  and  the  Mine 
group  i-  seen,  smaller  in  number,  perhaps, 
but  r.ot  lacking  in  pep  and  energy.  This 
tin:e  they  are  seemingly  studing  the  wild 
forces  of  nature  for  Loris  Halford  i*  re¬ 
lating  to  them  the  legends  handed  from 
the  old  ones  about  the  moon  und  the  stare. 
Lori*  in  assisted  by  a  big  brave,  Irn  Friel 
and  Opal  Hay  has  taken  over  the  job  of 
writing  picture  words  on  the  birch  bark 
scroll.  The  group  seems  to  realise  this  year 
that  unity  is  an  important  factor  for  suc- 
ce*>,  because  in  the  tribal  banner  under 
their  new  titles  of  Sophomores  i*  written 
"A  Class  Divided  Against  Itself  Cannot 
Stand.” 

The  cauldron  smokes  and  bubbles  and 
still  another  scene  takes  form  in  the  blue 
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smoke.  A  wise  and  efficient  sqaw,  Mar¬ 
garet  Ann  Coyner  is  at  the  head  of  th< 
tribe  now.  and  is  telling  her  followers  that 
u  great  deal  is  to  be  done  this  year  and 
that  it  will  take  n  lot  of  work.  They  agree 
heartily  and  elect  Samuel  Callison  t»  as¬ 
sist  her.  and  Opal  Gay  to  continue  keeping 
the  scroll.  They  are  upper  tribesmen;  now 
they  call  themselves  Junior*. 

By  this  time  the  onlookers  around  the 
fire  have  almost  completely  lost  them¬ 
selves  in  the  scene*  of  their  past.  A  sinilt 
Crosse*  their  faces  as  in  the  vision*  they 
see  themselves  receiving  the  "L*«ving"  cup 
u'  the  annual  tribal  war.  impersonating  the 
whitcracc  in  a  drama  they  called  "A  Ready 
Made  Family.”  and  then  feasting  with  the 
Senior  tribe  at  a  banquet  of  nuts  and 
fruits.  After  the  feast  the  two  opposing- 
tribe*  are  seen  smoking  the  pipe  of  peace 
und  burying  the  long  active  hatchet. 

"  hh  a  sputter  of  the  brew  the  smoke 
curls  into  the  final  apparition.  They  set 
themselves  bearing  the  banner  on  which  in 
written  the  coveted  title  of  "Seniors." 
Their  chieftain  now  i*  Buddy  Meadows  but 
he  ia  seen  being  called  away  nnd  the  assis¬ 
tant  Lons  Halford  again  taking  the  high 
seat  of  honor.  Rxe  White  und  Samuel  Cal¬ 
lison  are  doing  the  deciphering  with  tht 
charcoal  and  birch  bark.  A  great  deal  of 
activity  i*  being  earned  out  in  the  final 
scene.  To  one  side  of  the  claw  artists  art 
busy  at  weaving  into  a  tapestry  the  name? 
of  those  who  have  excelled  in  one  war  ot 
another  during  the  past  four  years.  For 
high  grades  they  weave  the  name*  of  Edith 
Davi*  and  l^oris  Halford.  For  outstanding 
ubility  in  sport*  they  weave  Ira  Friel. 
Buddy  Meadow*.  James  Clark  and  Arthur 
Crawford.  After  a  series  of  scenes  in 
which  the  tribe  feasts  with  the  Junioi 
tribe,  picnic  together  and  receive  their  dis¬ 
missals  they  return  to  their  wigwams  to 
peaceful  slumber  in  preparation  for  thi 
new  adventures  to  begin  w-ith  the  dawn. 
Haunting  atrains  of  the  Song  of  Farewell 
linger  in  the  darkness,  and  they  fade  into 
silence.

j£  HE  GOVERNMENT,  headed  by 

l-ori*  Galford  M%v  fit  fifteen  yearn  previ¬ 
ous  to  remove  our  tribe  of  *  pink-skins  to 
the  utmost  peak  of  the  Lone  Tree  Knob, 
n  a  result  of  experiment*  conducted  by 
“Dickie”  Gibson  in  which  he  proved  us. 
as  a  body,  to  be  a  menace  to  the  ants 
which  he  needs  to  torture  the  next  Demo- 
ciatic  President  to  resignation. 

In  order  to  get  to  the  secluded  villuge 
one  inu*t  climb  for  inches  up  the  steep 
cliffs  of  the  mountain.  On  the  way  you 
are  likely  to  sec  a  thread  of  smoke  ilring 
from  one  of  the  three  scattered  hermitages 
occupied  by  stray  tribesmen  who  ch<»ose  to 
live  thus.
